lomacy of the Vatican has again thedn| 
clumsy and hasty, Many earnest sup 

porters of the Church in Spain, together 
with at least one prominent newspaper 
hitherto opposed to the Liberal Minis- 
try, have placed themselves on record 
as holding that the Ministry must be 
sustained because the independence of 
government rather than any religious 
principle is involved, On the other 
hand, the clericals are fierce in denun 

ciation. of the Government, and the 
; country priests are all but urging re 

volution on the peasants. Spain appears 
to have made a perfectly honest effort 
to bring about needed revision of the 
Concordat with the Vatican, and the 
Vatican has interposed delays without 
good reason. The two decrees by Spain 
to which the Vatican objects did not 
violate the existing Concordat, but the 
Vatiean refused to countenance any 
kind of change in Spain’s treatment of 
religious institutions at a time when it 
was proposing to negotiate a new Con- 
cordat. This is simply to refuse to re- 
eognize fundamental rights of govern- 
ment. Neither the Concordat nor the 
Constitution of Spain requires the Goy- 
ernment to allow monastic orders to be 
extended without limit; only orders 
established when the Concordat was 
adopted were protected, The enormous 
inerease of members of other orders 
needed to be checked. So also with the 
degree allowing non-Catholic sects to 
place religious emblems on their houses 
of worship; the decree did not go coun- 
ter either to Concordat or Constitution, 
and certainly was nothing more than 
what modern ideas of toleration, and 
even Spanish clerical ideas of toleration, 
should approve. There is no evidence 
that Senor Canalejas had in view a 
policy of extreme radicalism or one of 
oppression. The Spanish Constitution 
calls upon the nation to maintain the

PROMINENT POL.TICIANS AND 
NOMENCLATURE 


‘pee study of names is one which 
involves many interesting ques- 
tions bearing upon the habits, pur- 
suits, and language of the people of by- 
gone days, Before glancing at the 
history of a few surnames of present- 
day English politicians, it may be re- 
marked that surnames were the natural 
and inevitable result of the need, when 
population, hitherto isolated and small, 
became so large as to necessitate fur- 
ther distinction than the merely per- 
sonal or Christian name could supply.

PARALYZING AN ARMY 


OME strangely warlike speeches 
were made at the meeting of the 
International Arbitration and 

Peace Association, held the other day in 
London, Mr. Maurice Hewlett, who 
presided, was the first to cause aston- 
ishment by suggesting the declaration 
of a general strike by the organized 
workers of Europe as a precentive of 
proposed war, 

War scares might come upon them at 
any minute, said Mr. Hew ett, and of 
all immediate preventive measures that 
he knew, there was only one worth con- 
sideration, Speaking plainly, the is- 
sue depended upon the fathers and 
brothers of those who could make army 
corps mere lumber, He would suggest 
that organized labor, all over Europe, 
should, upon the threat of Euro an 
war, threaten a general strike, hey 
would thereby paralyze any army and 
prevent it taking the field, 

The general strike was undoubtedly 
the most dangerous and terrible weapon 
at the disposal of the organized work- 
ers, and he believed the mere threat of 
it would be enough to paralyze the fin- 
anciers, who were the real war makers.

A RAILWAY FOR UGANDA 


A* important step towards the commercial development 
of the country of Uganda has been made by the de 

cision to construct a railway connecting the shores of 
the Vietoria Nyanza with the first navigable stretch of the 
Vietoria Nile. The exploitation of this country has suffered 
severely from lack of transportation facilities, as the so éalled 


Uganda Railway only ruus up to the doors of the protector 
ute, as it were, Two alternative routes have been thoroughly 
|surveyed, One adyvoeated very strongly was that connecting 
the Vietoria and Albert Nyanzas via the Toro Highlands, 
The economie importance of such a link eannot be estimated, 
us it would pass through the finest cotton growing district 
in the country; but it was realized that the technical dillicul 
ties confronting this proposal would render it extremely ex 
pensive, Consequently it has been decided to adopt a com 
bined rail-and-water line of communication, the river being

Severo and ‘‘The Pax’’ 


Plays such fantastic tricks before high 
Heaven,

ITH a contrivance of wondrous 
W mechanisms to propel his treach- 
erous vehicle, ‘‘The Pax,’’ 
¢ame a young Brazilian Member of Par- 
liament, M. Severo, to awe-strike all 
Paris in the year of grace 1902. Se- 
lecting God’s own season to try his 
wings, he inflated ‘‘The Pax’? at Pau 
rard at half past five on the mornin 
of May 12. He was in a cheery mood, 
and just before the ascent said to one 
is friends: N 
Saint Benoit has at last answered 
my prayers, and in a few minutes I 
shall be permitted to soar through the 
air and realize the dream that 1 have 
cherished for twenty years,’’ 

After this triumph he promised to 
return to Brazil for funds with which 
to build a grand and beautiful balloon 
which he would call ‘‘The Jesus,’’ 
thereby gaining for it the protection 
of the saints, 

Then M. Severo whispered some 
words to his anxious wife, kissed her 
as she stood against the car, embraced 
his son, and bade adieu to distinguish- 
ed members of the Paris Brazilian col- 
ony, who crowded round. Asked wheth- 
er he suffered any nervousness, he re- 
plied that he was a fatalist. If he was 
to die that day he would die—that was 
all. 

He took his place in the forward end 
of the car, his machinist, Sachet, sta 
tioned himself aft, and ‘‘Lachez-tout!’’ 
rang out the command to start, ‘*The 
Pax’’ thereupon rose rapidly—too rap- 
idly, many spectators thought. All of 
its six propellers were whizzing, but in- 
stead of obeying their action the great 
fish-like mass drifted off in a direction 
quite opposite to that toward which its 
helmsman strove to guide it. 

Round and round it swung, chang: 
ing with every whim of the air cur- 
rents, Automobiles started to follow 
it, and the populace cheered as it poised 
over their heads. But the vast throngs 
watching it with upturned eyes were 
suddenly horrified to pereeive a flash 
of flame and to hear immediately after 
ward a loud explosion from the vast 
cylinder, as it collapsed into a shape- 
less mass. aay : 

Diving through the air, it struck its 
frward framework against the roof of 
a house, causing the ceiling to fall 
inside, while the rear end grazed a 
building across the street, Then, snap- 
ping the branches of the trees as if they 
were twigs, it dropped heavily to the 
ground. ) 

The territied crowds, rushing upon 
the entangled debris, found the machin- 
ist stretched out upon the willow frame- 
work near his motor, his back broken 
and his soul gone out. Near by were

In 1902 M. de Bradsky, a young} 
French diplomat and traveler, of Hun 
garian extraction, launched a cigar 
shaped balloon one hundred feet long. 
A unique craft was this for Paris to} 
feast eyes on, for even when filled with 

as it was yet heavier than air. 5So,

Accompanied by his wife, his engin 
eer, M. Morin, and several friends, M. 
de Bradsky arrived at the balloon park 
in the early morning, and at a quarter 
to eight took his post beside the car, 
where was made a photograph of him 
and his wife bidding each other a fond| 
farewell. Then the navigator took his| 
place upon the platform of the air-ship | 
and started the vertical propeller. The 
great body rose slowly to the height 
of several yards, and, after this test, | 
was brought down again that the en 
gineer might jump aboard, | 

Then a whistle sounded, the last 
cords were loosened, and the odd craft 
started upon its flight.. Slowly the ver-| 
tical ‘propeller drove it upward, and} 
then another in the stern sent it for- 
ward.’ Its skipper tried to steer it to 
the drill-ground at Issy-les Moulineaux, 
but there came an obstinate southwest 
wind, swinging it around in circles and 
moving it in the direction of Mont- 
marte, in which quarter it disappeared. 

By nine the unruly craft had arrived 
over Stains, a suburb of Paris, whence 
it put off for Gonesse. Here one Au-| 
bert, while working in his yard, was as 
tounded to hear a voice above his head. 

‘*Monsieur, monsieur, where a 
r good landing-place?’’ it asked, 

Having collected his senses, Aubert 
directed the acronaut to cross the rail- 
way line and then descend in an open 
field, which would make a good landing, 
Then Aubert stood agape, head in air, 
watching the apparition as it moved 
in the d rection which he had indicated, 
But in a few moments he was surprised | 
to see it spin round and round, and at 
almost the same instant he heard a 
sound like a piece of cloth being torn. 
Then he saw the car of the balloon 
break loose and crash to the ground, 

While he helped to extricate De 
Bradsky and Morin from the mass of 
broken steel tuves and twisted wire, the 
balloon, careless of their fate, made off 
for Paris, The motor had fallen on De 
Bradsky and crushed out his life, and 
Morin, although still breathing when 
picked up, also expired in a few min- 
utes, ‘ 

That night, while Mme, de Bradsky 
wept over her three fatherless babes, 
the runaway balloon came to earth afar 
off in the Canton of Tournon.

Paul Noequet, native of France, but 
citizen of America, had three pieces of 
sculpture upon view at the exhibition 
of the Society of American Artists, 
New York, in the spring of 1906, and 
he was very happy in the prospect of 
winning the hand of a lovely Parisi- 
enne of wealth, who had promised to 
wed him us soon as he should obtain, 
not opulence, but fame, in the New 
World, 

In that same happy season there 
came over the seas to him, from a dis- 
tinguished friend in Italy, a trim-littlé 
balloon only thirty-five feet in dia- 
meteor, and so great was his enthusiasm 
over this new toy that he disregarded 
& promise once made to a devoted moth- 
er that he would forever abandon the 
perils of aeronautics, 

New York gazed in admiration as the 
gifted sculptor rose from its midst on 
April 2 of that same springtime. The 
ascension was made from the Bronx 
gasworks late in the afternoon, and a 
coterie of aeronauts and litterati hovy- 
ered round the ear to bid godspeed to 
the young Franco-American when — 
alone in his little craft—he was tossed 
upward into the playground of the four 
winds, the Stats and Stripes waving 
from his netting. 

He was to climb aloft until he found 
the path of tue currents blowing to- 
ward the Quaker City, where he would 
dine that night in high glee. But a 
contrary wind carried him over Long 
Island, where he passed above several 
villages. 

Near Rosedalé a farmer’s son with a 
shotgun banged away at the balloon as 
it passed, but, fortunately, this bump- 
kin’s aim was poor, and Nocquet was 
able to proceed. He passed through 
Garden City with his ropes dragging, 
and called to the crowds to catch hold, 
as his grappling-hook was lost, But the 
people only gazed helplessly at the 
seulptor-aeronaut as he passed on and 
on toward the sea and into the ap 
proaching blackness of night. 

And until early morning his fellow 
members of the Aero Club sat waiting 
for returns from a general alarm, sent 
over the police wires, calling fér a 
search for Noequet alon~ all the shores 
of the sea. 

That night blew up blustering and 
cold. About ten o’elock cries out 
the darkness, somewhere about half a 


mile away, came to the keen ears of a} 


fisherman of lonely Jones Beach; but, 
concluding that they were from boys 
playing upon the clam flats, he paid 
no further heed. Later a surfman from 
the life-saving station on the same 
beach, while on his solitary patrol along 
the shore, stumbled upon an uncanny 
monster lying upon the sands, It prov- 
ed to be a partially collapsed balloon, 
with basket overturned and tangled in 
a mass of roper, 

The surfman called out for the miss- 


ing orenpant af tho air ship, hnt a 
voice came back to him out of the 
night. Then he summoned the rest of 


his crew, and the beach was searched, 
but to no avail. 

At first peep of day, footprints were 
found near the upturned basket, and 


these were followed into the salt marsh- | 


es, where they were soon lost in the tall 
sedge-grass. Beyond lay. a dismal laby- 
rihth of mud-sloughs, worse than quick 
sands, and the searchers gravely nodded 
their heads, Late in the “afternoon 
they found Nocquet’s body, where he 
had dropped from fatigue and exposure, 
after trying, all of that awful night, to 
grope his way through the cireumben 
dibus. 5 

During his struggle in that maze of 
slime and twisted grass—lured all the 
time by the lights of a distant village 


across the meadows—he had _ crossed 
fourteen islands, lving in a broad la 
goon, and had plunged through thor 
oughfares a hundred feet wide. They 


found him on the fifteenth isle, and in 
his pocket was discovered a will leay 
ing all to his mother and sister, in Bel 
gium, 

He was lying, with hands crossed be 
his face, in the very attitude of 
his favorite of the many statues that 
his hand had shaped—a figure which he 
had named ‘*The Little Man Weeping 
Into the Ground.’’
